the cure and dyet belonging to the ſame , And by= 
cauſe J finde not inwarde diſeaſes inough to aun- 
ſwere euery perte ofthe body, J doe notlet to inter- 
lace them with outward difeaſes,imctdent to thoſe 
parts,yea,rather J leaue out no outwarde diſeaſe, 
belonging toany perticuter member,to theintente 
that you may the better knowe,to what diſeaſes oz 
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ſozanceseuery part oz member ofthe Hozfe his bz 
 dy,jis moſt commonlyſubtect. And notebythe wap, 
that J call thoſe outwarde diſeaſes th*t pzocecdeg 
not of anye inwarde cauſe , but of ſome outwarde 
cauſe, as when a hozſe is ſhouldered by meanes of 
ſomeoutwarde tozce, o2 his backe galled wpth the 
Saddle,oz his ſydes ſpurgalled, oz bis hone clopde 
' with a nayle,andſuch lyke,which pzoperlp may be 
called ſozances 02 griefes.Thtrdly, J talke ofthoſe 
diſeaſes as well outwarde asinwarde, that maye 
indifferentiy chaunce in any part of the body, as of 
En cnRcrous Ulcers, woundes Fiſlules,; 
burnings,bzouſings, bzeaking ofbones, and ſuche 
like. Fourthlye,bycauſe moſte diſeaſes are healed, 
epther byletting of bloude, by taking vpof vaynes, 
by purgation,02 elſe by cauteriſation,that is to ſay, 
bygiu ng the fire: FJ talke of thoſe foure neceſſary 
thinges ſeuerallye by them ſelues, and finallye, 
Geweyou the true o2der of paring andſhooing all 
maner of Houes, acco2ding as the diuerſitye of Yo- 
ues require, and tothe intente you may the better 
Hnderftandeme,you haue the perfecte ſhapes ofall 
necefſary ſhooes, playnly ſet fozth in figures befoze 
pour eyes.
